PARAMEDICS trying to 
help a woman who had been 
pulled from the sea after 
drinking had their job made 
more difficult by onlookers. 

Crowds refused to keep back while 
they treated the 49-year-old off 
Folkestone beach on Saturday. 

An RAF Sea King helicopter and the 
coastguard were called out after a 999 
call describing a body in the water. 

The woman was pulled out of the 
water by two passers-by before being 
flown to the William Harvey Hospital 
in Ashford.

Dover Coastguard’s watch manager 
Trevor Dowle, who was at the scene, 
said: “It is clear that the woman had 
consumed a large quantity of alcohol 
before swimming and this is a very 
dangerous combination. 

“Unfortunately some members of 
the public were hampering a safe 
landing site for the rescue helicopter 
by refusing the Coastguard Rescue 
Teams requests to move to a safe dis¬ 
tance.” 


The woman’s condition is said to 
have stabilised, but she remains in 
intensive care. 

Mark Clark of the Maritime and 
Coastguard Agency said the public’s 
reaction was bizarre, and had cost cru¬ 
cial time in preventing the helicopter 
taking off. 

He said: “The helicopter was delayed 
by several large groups of people who 
were standing on the beach. 

“It was a real problem. Some of 
them refused to move and they got a 
real dusting as the helicopter finally 
took off.”

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We must all help end 
the curse of flytippers

DUMPED rubbish which 
had been left to rot in a 
Hythe country lane has been 
removed after Yourshepway 
stepped in. 

Diana Stiling contacted this paper 
after asking the council to remove the 
bags of waste. She and other neigh¬ 
bours had to wait almost three weeks 
until it was taken away. 

Shepway council apologised and 
said it had cleared two sacks of rub¬ 
bish from the other end of the footpath 
after receiving the call on August 4. 

The public byway, on the Old 
London Road between Lympne Hill 
and Sunny Bank, is regularly used as 
a dumping ground by fly-tippers. 

Mrs Stiling said: “It’s absolutely dis¬ 
gusting and really spoils the view.” 

But afterwards she said she was 
delighted when the council told her it 
was clear. 

A Shepway spokesman said it took 
fly-tipping and littering very seriously. 

Among the rubbish were bank state¬ 
ments and letters from debt collection 
agencies, with an address in Hythe. 

The spokesman said: “We will be 
investigating to see if there is enough

evidence to secure a prosecution.” 

Another feature of Shepway has 
come under scrutiny after reports that 
the cliff path by the Leas Lift has 
attracted more litter since the ser¬ 
vice’s closure in June. 

Campaigner Denise Maskell said: 
“It’s no good getting awards for the 
Coastal Park if a short walk away this 
is what people come across.” 

In response Rory Love, Shepway’s 
Cabinet member for strategic services 
said: “The footpath is cleaned every 
day at around 7am. We cannot clear 
up 24 hours a day. There is a shared 
responsibility to keep our area clean.”

Group hits back at airport survey 


CAMPAIGNERS have hit back at the 
group behind plans to expand Lydd 
Airport after figures were released 
appearing to support the scheme. 

A planning application for a 300- 
metre runway extension and a termi¬ 
nal developed to handle half a million 
passengers a year a the Romney 
Marsh site has drawn widespread 
opposition. 

Lydd Airport Action Group raised 
concerns including the increased 
chances of a plane crashing into 
Dungeness Nuclear Power Station or 
nearby military ranges, the impact on 
wildlife, tourism and jobs in the area. 

The RSPB, which has a reserve near 


the site, has also compiled a 10,000- 
signature petition opposing the plan. 

Figures released by the airport after 
a door-to-door survey of residents in 
Shepway showed that 88 per cent of 
those polled welcomed the job oppor¬ 
tunities the expansion would bring. 

However the survey only drew 
responses from 139 people across 
seven wards in Shepway on June 29, 
and Lydd was not one of them. 

Airport managing director, Cliff 
Spink, said the survey was not intend¬ 
ed to be viewed as a comprehensive 
poll of residents. 

He said: “The survey shows us that 
in these difficult economic times, with 


unemployment rising and people wor¬ 
rying about their job security, there is 
a clear awareness of the importance of 
major projects like Lydd airport.” 

Louise Barton, spokesman for Lydd 
Airport Action Group, said: “The only 
truly independent research into this 
matter was a referendum carried out 
by Shepway District Council in July 
2007. 

“The response from two-thirds of 
people was that they were against the 
plans.” 

A decision on whether to approve 
the plans will be held at a meeting of 
Shepway District Council’s Full 
Council on September 24.

ambulance, but with rotors.” 

A Kent Police spokesman said: 
“There were a number of police 
officers and PCSOs at the scene to 
assist the coastguards. 

“Some members of the public 
hampered the efforts of those who 
were trying to help the woman by 
being uncooperative with officers 
asking them to make space. 

‘We would echo the comments 
already made by the MCA about 
the importance of making room 
for emergency vehicles in rescue 
situations.” 

Leigh Curtis, operations direc¬ 
tor of Kent Air Ambulance said 
pilots had to follow strict guide¬ 
lines during landing. 

He said: “Any helicopter landing 
in a public place is always going to 
attract attention. In these circum¬ 
stances our crew would always 
advise members of the public to 
think of their safety first and to 
stay well clear. 

“All incidents require a team 
approach from all of the emergency 
services. This is even more crucial 
when our medical team is carrying 
out life-saving treatment.”

Earlier this month it was 
announced that Mr Howard had 
joined the board of mobile phone 



software company Luup, in addition 
to his directorships with Northern 
Racing, Helphire Group and Entree 
Gold. 

He was caught up in The Daily 
Telegraph’s expenses row when it 
was reported he had paid £17,000 
over four years for gardening and 
maintenance at his Lympne home, 
and £44,000 over the same period to 
his party office. 

Mr Howard said at the time that 
all his claims were within the rules.

Mews development gets 
Government kick-start 


A SANDGATE housing devel¬ 
opment which has suffered 
from delays has been boosted 
by a £109 million scheme 
designed to kick-start projects 
in the South East. 

Up to 52 homes could be built 
at The Mews after developers 
Persimmon Homes applied for 
the grant as part of a national 
attempt by the Government to 
kickstart projects which have 
halted due to the downturn. 

It is one of 26 sites in the 
region shortlisted for the extra 
cash, which is provided on 
strict terms including that half 
of money paid out nationally 
will be repaid within five years, 
and only after developers cannot get support 
from elsewhere. Two-thirds of the potential 
new homes affected across the countiy would 
have to be built to a high standard to help cut 


carbon emissions and reduce 
energy bills for the families 
which live in them. 

Housing minister John 
Healey said: “We’ve pledged to 
use the power of Government 
investment to help Britain 
through the recession. 

“This billion pound pro¬ 
gramme will get stalled build¬ 
ing work back on track, create 
jobs and help build the quality 
homes we need. 

“I want to see builders back 
on these sites within weeks. So 
I will be calling on successful 
developers to pull out all the 
stops so construction can 
restart as quickly as possible.” 
There will be a second wave of funding, with 
a bidding round due to start in September and 
the successful projects to be announced later in 
the year.

Early start for high-speed 
commuter rail services 

HIGH-speed trains which will bring 
Folkestone within an hour’s commute of 
London will start in the first week of Sept¬ 
ember, three months earlier than expected. 

The announcement from Southeastern fol¬ 
lows the success of preview runs between 
Ashford and St Pancras which began in June. 

From Monday, September 7, two early morn¬ 
ing trains will take commuters to St Pancras 
in 57 minutes from Folkestone Central and 53 
minutes from Folkestone West, stopping at 
Ebbsfleet on route. 

The second train of the morning, which 
doesn’t stop, will bring the journey time from 
Folkestone West down to just 50 minutes. 

Return services leave St Pancras at 4.37pm 
and 6.37pm. Shepway council leader Cllr 
Robert Bliss said the early introduction of the 
high-speed Javelin trains was welcome. 

Passenger choice 

He said: “This is good news. The Rail for 
Folkestone campaign lobbied hard for the 
service to come to Folkestone and now we can 
enjoy the results.” 

He also said the council would continue to 
push Southeastern to maintain existing serv¬ 
ices to Charing Cross. 

Charles Horton, managing director of 
Southeastern, said: “The high-speed services 
will act as a real catalyst for the economy in 
the region, but above all what the high-speed 
service provides is real choice for passengers.” 

Prices for the high-speed service are £30.30 
for a single journey, £52.50 for a return and 
£113.90 for a weekly ticket. There will be sup¬ 
plements for existing ticket holders. 

Mainline journey prices are £25.90 for sin¬ 
gle, £44.40 for return, £29.60 for off-peak 
return and £95 for a weekly ticket. There is 
currently no off-peak return price for the high¬ 
speed service. More information can be found 
at www.southeastemrailway.co.uk.

A My name is Hannah Grover, I’m 25 and I 
live in Saltwood. I grew up in Hythe and 
Stowting and went to school at Folkestone 
School for Girls. I have recently set up a 
virtual PA and lifestyle management company 
called Virtual Girl Friday, which is aimed at 
SMEs (small and medium enterprises) and 
sole traders in south-east Kent.

Airbrushing requests are on the increase

THE camera never lies, or so the 
saying goes, but what about the 
photos produced afterwards? 

According to digital specialists in Kent, the 
end results are becoming further from the 
truth, as more and more people pay to have 
photos airbrushed and manipulated. 

Far from the days of simple exposure 
adjustments, customers are now asking 
photo printers to remove wrinkles, whiten 
teeth and even remove excess weight. 

Pete Innes, from Photovision Services in 
Sevenoaks, said the digital age has seen many 
more people wanting re-touched images. 

“People ask for their skin to be smoothed, 
eyes brightened and skin colour warmed to 
make it look like they have a tan, instead of 
having the pasty skin look,” he said. 

“We have also removed people’s wrinkles, 
basically making people look their best. 

“Customers love the result. 

“I am quite surprised it has become so pop¬ 
ular, because it is normally quite expensive, 
some studios charge hundreds of pounds. 

“Our requests are mainly from modelling 
agencies, but if the customer wants it, we will 
do it. 

“In the past it was not easily done and would 
have to be done by hand, but this has changed 
in the digital age and made it much easier. 

“I don’t see the attraction myself.” 

Emma Hales, manager of Snappy Snaps in 
Maidstone, said airbrushing demands can vary. 

“Some customers have wanted their sur¬ 
roundings touched up to make it look more 
scenic and others want a completely different 
background put in, to make it look more exot¬ 
ic,” she said. 

“Some people even ask for their passport 
photos to be airbrushed. 


“We have also come across people wanting 
to have their double chin removed and we can 
change features like that to a certain extent. 

“But you can’t bring in a photo of yourself in 
a bikini and ask us to make you look like 
Jennifer Lopez, it is more subtle changes.” 

The high street photography chain has seen 
a huge increase in requests for their air¬ 
brushing services so far this year. 

This includes requested re-touching to 
images for use on social networking or dating 
sites, such as Facebook, My Space and 
Match.com. 

Staff have also been asked to take people 
out of photos, add people in and even patch 
images together to create a new group of peo¬ 
ple in the photograph. 

In 2008, the store experienced a 550 per cent 
increase in airbrushing enquiries and this year, 
digital enhancement continues to be popular. 


Ann Simpson, marketing director of Snappy 
Snaps, said: “Due to the popularity of sites 
such as Match.com, our stores have received 
more requests for the re-touching service. 

“Customers want to ensure that profile 
images used on these dating and social net¬ 
working sites are as picture perfect as possible. 

“The obsession with all things celebrity 
means society is more accepting of techniques 
that improve appearance. 

“And of course everyone wants to look their 
best.” 

But Peter Jull, from Zoom Photos in Dover and 
Deal, said airbrushing and re-touching for vani¬ 
ty reasons is only a small part of the business. 

“Customers have asked to be made slimmer 
or have unfortunate marks removed. 

“It can go as far as turning them into a fairy 
or cartoon character. But the vanity side of this 
work is much smaller than photo restoration.” 


KENT residents are being urged not to panic 
as towns experience an increase in popula¬ 
tions of a rash-inducing caterpillar. 

The brown tail moth caterpillar has hairs 
which cause serious irritation to the skin and 
eyes, as well as trigger¬ 
ing severe breathing 
difficulties. 

As a result Tonbridge 
and Mailing council 
sent out a warning last 
week, advising resi¬ 
dents to beware of the 
insect, which was 
increasing in numbers. 

Gardeners were also 
put on high alert, as 
when the caterpillars 
join together, they are 
known to devastate 
vegetation. 

Found in hedgerows 
and trees, the itchy- ITCHY: The brown tail 
pest is normally black moth caterpillar on a twig 
or grey, with tufts of 
ginger hairs poking out and two orange spots 
near its tail. 

An adult larvae can have up to two million of 
these hairs. At this time of the year, the moths 
lay about 300 eggs on the leaves of trees and 
shrubs. 

Towards the end of the summer, they moult, 
pupate and emerge as adult moths. 

The moths have been controlled by council 
officials in Kent this week by removing the 
caterpillar ‘tents’, cutting off the affected twigs. 

Anyone doing this themselves is warned 
they should wear protective clothing, such as 
rubber gloves. 

Once removed, the ‘tents’ should be sealed in 
a plastic bag and either burnt or placed in the 
black-lidded wheeled bin. 

Officials hope they have now removed the 
worst of the moths, but figures show popula¬ 
tions are still increasing, particularly in the 
South during the last few years.

PUPILS at the Harvey Grammar School are 
celebrating A-level success, many having got 
the grades they needed to get to university. 

At least four students at the all-boys school 
in Cheriton Road learned on Thursday that 
they had received straight As, including 18- 
year-old Chris Pilgrim, who earned a music 
scholarship at Cambridge. 

Head boy Max Schofield, from Saltwood, 
gained As in history, English and biology and 
a B in chemistry and is going on to study 
medicine at King’s College, London. 

He said: “It’s a five-year course and I’m real¬ 
ly up for the challenge - it just seemed like a 
viable route to follow. 

“I’ve always classed myself as a bit of an all- 
rounder and I can apply that to medicine.” 

Scott Lee from Folkestone said: “I needed 
three Bs to study economics and finance at 
Surrey and I’ve come out with ABB. In one of 
my last exams for business I managed to get 
the maximum 120 marks. 

“I was hugely relieved when I found out the 
results - it just felt like a great weight off my 
shoulders. I definitely want to pursue some¬ 
thing in finance - there’s a one-year place¬ 
ment on the course which I can put on my CV 
and earn a bit of money.” 

Not everyone knew exactly what they 
wanted to do longer-term, but were still 
delighted with their results. 

Jan Metcalf, who gained an A in govern¬ 
ment and politics and a B in both English 
and history, said: “I was expecting to do a bit 
better, but I’m still quite happy. 


“I’m going to the university I want to, 
Manchester, to study politics and modem his¬ 
tory, as that’s definitely my forte.” 

Other high-achievers included Fred Smith, 
who earned four straight As in history, 
maths, Italian and geography and is studying 
history at Warwick, and Harry Evans, who 
gained As in history, philosophy and politics. 

Harry, 18, from Folkestone, said: “I want to 
go on and do law, but I decided to choose phi¬ 
losophy at university as I wanted to do some¬ 
thing that really interested me.” 

Senior vice-principal Scott Norman said 


this year’s students had performed “fantasti¬ 
cally well” and congratulated them on their 
success, with 77 per cent of all grades being in 
the A-C range. 

He said: “About 85 per cent of our students 
are continuing on to various universities and 
we were very pleased that reports of the dif¬ 
ficulties in gaining places this year do not 
appear to have adversely affected the vast 
majority. 

“Our students and staff work terrifically 
hard and these results are just reward for 
that.” 


Head confident that 
pupils will find places 

PENT VALLEYS head teacher praised his 
sixth-form students for their achievements, 
with most of those who applied for university 
gaining a place at their chosen institution. 

Mario Citro said he was also confident that, 
of the 26 who had applied, those who did not 
get their first choice would find a place 
through clearing. 

The school, in Surrenden Road, Folkestone, 
saw some notable achievements, with Ben 
Wallis achieving two A-levels, a grade A in 
sport and a B in information technology. 

Usha Dura gained A-levels in maths, chem¬ 
istry and biology, allowing her to study bio¬ 
medical sciences at the University of Kent. 

Christy Cloake and Steve England both 
gained A-levels in art, photography and 
graphics and have places to study photogra¬ 
phy at De Montfort University in Leicester. 

Mr Citro said: “Since the introduction of 
mini-schools, and Dyson Mini-School taking 
responsibility for post-16 education, we have 
seen a substantial improvement in pass rates.”

THE Folkestone Academy welcomed its first- 
ever A-level and BTEC results with an 
impressive 99 per cent pass rate and 17 pupils 
going to university. 

They were among the school’s first to sit the 
Level 3 exams since it opened two years ago, 
with more than half of those who took A-levels 
gaining A or B grades.

'We're on track for fuel poverty' 


A FURIOUS rail passenger group has 
warned thousands of hard-hit commuters in 
Kent face “travel poverty” after the 
Government exempted Southeastern Trains 
from a national decrease in fares. 

During the past three years the network 
has increased prices significantly above the 
rate of inflation. 

It is one of only two regions not to benefit 
from the 0.4 per cent reduction in ticket costs 
later this year. 

Season ticket prices will now rise by 1.6 per 
cent from next January as Kent is on a five- 
year franchise deal permitting Southeastern 
Trains to increase fares at a higher rate than 
the rest of the country. It will mean an aver¬ 
age increase of £50 a year on a season ticket, 
which the operator claims is necessary to 
fund service improvements. 

The move has prompted an angry response 
from Medway-based Fair’s Fare on 
Southeastern Trains campaign group, which 
is petitioning Downing Street to re-think its 
plans.

Ring in the changes and help stop 
irksome sales calls and junk mail 


THIS is for everyone who has had 
enough of telephone sales people 
(and the recorded messages) AND 
the junk mail. 

Below are my top tips for trying to end the 
telephone madness which wastes all of our 
time and to get your own back on the compa¬ 
nies who send junk mail. 

Firstly, when you get a sales call use these 
three little words: “Hold on, please.” 

Saying it, putting down your phone and 
walking off (instead of hanging-up immediate¬ 
ly) would make each telemarketing call so 
much more time-consuming that sales rooms 
will grind to a halt. 

Then when you eventually hear BT’s ‘beep- 
beep-beep’ tone, you know it’s time to go back 
and hang up your handset... 

You have efficiently completed your task. 

These three little words could help eliminate 
telephone soliciting. 

Next, do you ever get those annoying phone 
calls with no one on the other end? 

This is a telemarketing technique where a 


machine makes phone calls and records the 
time of day when a person answers the phone. 

This technique is then used to determine the 
best time of day for a ‘real’ salesperson to call 
back and get someone at home. 

What you can do after answering: If you 
notice there is no one there, is to immediately 
start hitting your # button on the phone, six or 
seven times, as quickly as possible. 

This confuses the machine that dialled the call 
and it kicks your number out of their system. 

Gosh, what a shame not to have your name 
in their system any longer. 

And now junk mail. When you get those ‘pre¬ 
approved’ letters in the mail for everything 
from credit cards to second mortgages and 
similar type junk, do not throw away the 
return envelope. Most of these come with 
postage-prepaid return envelopes. 

Those cost the company more than the regu¬ 
lar postage when they are returned. 

Remember it costs them nothing if you throw 
them away. So, make use of them to get rid of 
some of your other junk mail and put it in these 
little, postage-prepaid return envelopes. 


Send an advert for your local chimney sweep 
to American Express. They might need one. 

Send a pizza coupon to HSBC, in case their 
canteen packs up. You get the idea. 

If you didn’t get anything else that day to be 
redistributed, just send them back their blank 
application form. After all, it is their form. 

If you want to remain anonymous, just make 
sure your name isn’t on anything you return. 

The banks and credit card companies are 
currently getting a lot of their own junk back 
in the post, but if this is going to succeed, we 
need to OVERWHELM them to stop them. 

Let’s let them know what it’s like to get lots 
of junk mail, and best of all they’re paying for 
it. Twice. Let’s help keep Royal Mail busy. 
Since the Royal Mail is saying that e-mail is 
cutting into their business profits. 

If enough people follow these tips, it will 
work, maybe you’ll get very little junk mail 
any more.

WITH romantic films like The 
Notebook and The Family Stone 
to her name, it’s hardly surpris¬ 
ing that Rachel McAdams goes 
gooey at the mention of love.

JAMAICA, even with its lush 
greenery and beautiful golden 
sands, isn’t always seen as the 
friendliest island in the Caribbean. 

It is home to reggae legend Bob Marley and 
Olympic champion Usain ‘Lightning 5 Bolt, as 
well as the finest rum and coffee in the world, 
but the media paints it as a dangerous place. 

The former British colony reportedly has one 
of the highest murder rates in the world, with 
gun crime and gang warfare rife. 

But any sense of menace was quickly dis¬ 
pelled as we arrived safely at Sangster 
International Airport and returned a wave 
from the smiling ground staff. 

Images of violence are hard to take in when 
you see the island’s tropical rainforests, 
sprawling American-style resorts, topsy-turvy 
shacks and whitewashed mansions, one of 
which, our friendly driver Maxwell pointed 
out, belongs to Rolling Stone Keith Richards. 

On the way to our resort, Couples Sans 
Souci, in the north, near the port town of Ocho 
Rios, Maxwell pointed out tourist hotspots. 

There’s Dry Harbour, now called Discovery 
Bay, said to be the landing point of 
Christopher Columbus in 1494. 

Closer to Ocho Rios, we saw Dolphin Cove, a 
popular tourist attraction where you can swim 
with sea mammals or even sharks. 

Picturesque Dunn’s River Falls attracts visi¬ 
tors from all over Jamaica. Here, you and fel¬ 
low tourists can scale the rocks in a human 
chain as water cascades all around you. 

We arrived at Couples Sans Souci tired but 
ready to see more. Our traditional Jamaican 
room had floral bedspreads, mismatched fur¬ 
niture and cream floor tiles, while the air-con 


was a welcome relief from the heat outside. 

Sans Souci has an old-school charm that cre¬ 
ates a cosy, homely haven. It’s built into a cliff, 
with winding paths and stone steps linking 
the different aspects of the resort - the arched 
beach bay, the restaurants, bars and pools and 
spa facilities where we indulged in a massage 
in a gazebo on the edge of the Caribbean Sea. 

Jamaica, and Sans Souci in particular, are 
popular with American tourists, thanks to the 
short hour-and-a-half flight to Florida. 

We also spent a day at Couples Tower Isle, 
two miles up the road. The resort had just had 
a multi-million-dollar refurbishment. Where 
Sans Souci is traditional, Tower Isles is more 
modem with a European feel. 

Don’t miss the piano bar, lined with old pho¬ 
tos of the company’s founder Abe Issa mbbing 
shoulders with celebrities such as Walt Disney 


and Eva Gabor. Abe was nicknamed the father 
of Jamaican tourism when, in the late-1950s, 
he helped visitor arrivals surge from 86,000 to 
227,000 per year. 

Visitors afraid to venture off their resorts 
will miss out on really experiencing the cul¬ 
ture of this diverse and dynamic country. 

Downtown Ocho Rios was once a fishing vil¬ 
lage. It’s now a famous stop for cruise ships in 
the Caribbean and is considered one of the 
safest areas for tourists in Jamaica. 

The town is busy and vibrant, with colourful, 
if rundown, shops and side-road market stalls. 

Our reception in Jamaica could not have 
been warmer. And there’s one other thing 
British visitors should remember: with the 
pound currently buying almost 150 Jamaican 
dollars, your money will go a bit further than 
it might in other countries this summer.

Third of homeowners 
unable to move house 

THE housing market downturn has left 
up to 3.5 million Britons unable to move, 
according to research from mortgage 
broker John Charcol. 

The estimate is that one-third of UK 
households with residential mortgages 
are stuck in their properties due to 
falling prices which have eroded the 
amount of equity they hold and restrict¬ 
ed access to mortgage finance. 

The firm has calculated that some two 
million households are either in negative 
equity or have seen their stakes in their 
properties shrink to below ten per cent. 

A further 500,000 hold equity of 
between ten per cent and 15 per cent 
and an estimated one million are effec¬ 
tively excluded from the mortgage mar¬ 
ket because their home loans fall into 
the sub-prime or self-cert categories. 

John Charcol spokesman Ray Boulger 
said: “When people move, they rely on the 
equity in their property to provide most 
of the deposit for their new property, cur¬ 
rently a minimum of ten per cent in most 
cases, plus moving costs, of which stamp 
duty land tax is often the biggest.” 

And the findings have importance 
beyond the effect on those undergoing 
the problem, analysts are warning. 

Mr Boulger added: “Having such a 
large number of households currently 
unable to move is not only a serious 
problem for those concerned, but also 
has macro-economic consequences.” 

Average asking price 
down since last month 

HOME-SELLERS asked 2.2 per cent 
less for their houses in the past four 
weeks than one month earlier, according 
to numbers released by Rightmove, the 
property website. 

The average asking price for a home in 
England and Wales was £222,762, more 
than £5,000 less than in the four weeks 
to July 12. 

The finding contrasted with 
Rightmove’s warning last month that 
the “window of opportunity to pick up 
best buys” was closing, after five out of 
six months had shown price increases. 

The average asking price on the web¬ 
site is now 3.1 per cent less than a year 
ago. 

The summer is usually a quiet time in 
the housing market - the average ask¬ 
ing price on Rightmove fell by a similar 
amount last August. This summer, how¬ 
ever, the company said traffic on its web¬ 
site was higher than ever, suggesting 
buyers were returning to the market.

Banks cash in as borrowers 
face high-SVR repayments 


HOMEOWNERS are being forced to pay as 
much as £1,300 extra a year after their initial 
mortgage comes to an end, according to a 
national newspaper. 

Analysts say it is happening because 
lenders are taking advantage of consumers’ 
difficulty in getting new deals. 

Exclusive research for The Daily Telegraph 
has revealed the latest evidence of how banks 
are profiteering amid the credit crisis by 
refusing to cut interest rates for borrowers. 

The newspaper said it discovered that 
almost a third of lenders had a standard vari¬ 
able rate - the rate which home loans revert 
to after the initial rate comes to an end - of 


more than 5 per cent, with the highest being 
6.45 per cent. 

These standard variable rates (SVRs) vary 
from lender to lender, and the rising cost of 
mortgages means some borrowers can be bet¬ 
ter off slipping automatically on to such a rate 
as it may be lower than what they were previ¬ 
ously paying. 

For example, the lowest SVR is just 2.5 per 
cent. 

But financial analysts urged borrowers to 
check their lender’s SVR as they could be in 
for a nasty shock, paying a much higher rate 
than they were expecting. 

The research by personal finance website 


Moneyfacts showed 26 out of 90 lenders had 
an SVR of more than 5 per cent. 

The average margin between Bank of 
England interest rates at 0.5 per cent and the 
average SVR has risen from 1.72 per cent at 
the end of 2007 compared with 4.12 per cent 
today, Moneyfacts said. 

Previously households have been able to 
avoid paying the standard variable rate by 
switching to new deals, but the credit crunch 
now means many no longer have that option. 

On a typical £150,000 mortgage, borrowers 
save £335 a month by paying the cheapest 
SVR of 2.5 per cent compared with the most 
expensive of 6.45 per cent.

THREE things are putting people 
off buying greener cars. 

1) Worrying that others think you’ve gone 
weird. 

2) Silly prices - how do manufacturers justify 
what is often a four-figure premium versus 
standard equivalents? 

3) Fears about giving up all driving pleasure 
and street cred. 

My answers to those are: we must all ‘get 
weird’ sooner or later in order to look our 
kids in the eye; some carmakers must break 
ranks and sell eco cars at affordable prices; 
get real - green cars don’t have to be awful, so 
just shop around. 

One of the best I’ve driven so far is the three 
and five-door Vauxhall Corsa ecoFLEX

70mpg though and 85mpg in official extra 
urban or ‘poodling along at 50-ish’ mode - this 
is the marque’s most economical car ever. 

The Corsa’s distinctive slippery lines help, 
further aided by a rear spoiler, but ride height 
has been shaved by 20mm and the car light¬ 
ened by 45 kilos. It even has the narrower low- 
rolling resistance tyres favoured by the new 
eco breed. This usually means tyre squealing 
on bends and ‘interesting’ handling but, in this 
case, they deliver plenty of grip and cornering 
and refinement levels are good for this class. 

The cabin is well-arranged, big and practical, 
particularly in five-door format, as tested here, 
with a false floor to the boot that delivers a flat 
load bay with rear seat backs folded down, but 
also offers a suitcase-deep compartment 
between that floor and spare wheel stowage. 

The rear seat back can be set in two posi¬ 
tions, with the more upright maximising boot 
space at the expense of passenger comfort. 

My only gripes are a drab cabin decor even 
on our mid-range Corsa Club model - gloomy 
enough to dampen any eco warrior’s enthusi¬ 
asm - and a high price against some rivals 
that can match the ecoFLEX’s economy and 
emissions, without all its clever tricks.

Lighter winds sees 
return of the mack

Dungeness Angling 
Association 



FOR the first half of this week the forecast 
is for lighter winds. This could clear the 
water and with cutting tides this could pro¬ 
duce a return of mackerel around the point. 
Pirate Springs and Littlestone: With a small, rising 
tide to high water in the afternoon it could 
produce school bass. 

BACK OF THE BOATS: With these shrinking tides, 
fish through low water. We hope for some 
mackerel through dusk and the odd sole 
after dark. 

DUNGENESS: Fishing through low water with 
the cutting tides will give anglers the best 
opportunities. Mackerel could make a re¬ 
appearance behind the power stations. 
DENGEMARSH & GALLOWAYS: At low water as 
the tide floods, school bass should be about 
to take a lugworm. On the rise and over 
high water, sole is the main target. 

JURYS GAP: Late summer eels and school bass 
should be available, plus the hope of a few 
mackerel over high water. 

BOAT FISHING: Drifting the wrecks is an 
option for a few pollack depending on the 
water clarity.
